Maybe, in some future high intensity ¢ffort to “out-do 
the Russians,” homes and schools will combine efforts to 
eliminate all possibility of loafing, on the part of the 
young. 

This might be modern, efficient and all that, but 
we're glad we grew up at a time when our prerogatives 
were respected and the schools weren't blamed for what, 
really, were our natural inclinations. 


‘City Planner’ a New Title 
That Means Something Useful 


The city of Menlo Park, in the past couple of weeks, 
has received applications from 10 persons who are inter- 
ested in taking over the post of City Planning Officer, 
following the retirement of the present one, Richard 
Gamble, who has resigned. 

A few short years ago — not more than 15, at the out- 
side — nobody ever heard of a “city planner.” Now it has 
become a college course, with degrees given in that sub- 
ject and lists of qualifications pretty well standardized. 

The addition of a new officer, with a new title, isn’t 
always approved by most bosses. It smells of bureaucracy. 
On the city level, where the taxpayers are the “stock- 
holders.” the addition of a new title in city hall usually 
sounds like the addition of a new service, or the addition 
of a department which through the years can grow to 
cover a multitude of operations, none of which even 
sounded like they were worth having before. 

The title, “city planner,” is just about as bureau- 
cratic-sounding as any that can be invented. It sounds 
like no action whatever; it is redolent with suggestions 
of bales of paper to be shuffled and examined, with 
hints of control of the individual citizen’s activity, with 
implications about filing cabinets filled with well-ap- 
proved drawings that will never be put to use and 
which won't mean anything when the time to imple- 


ment them arrives. 
It’s a lousy title, but we wouldn't suggest that a “city 
planner” be eliminated from the city budget. 
Planning, when one comes down to it, is important. 
It was only a few short years ago, for instance, that a 


person who disapproved of his city government, or the 
fact that the neighbors kept a billy-goat, or who had some 
similar quarrel with the results of no planning whatever, 
was pretty much in the minority. 

He could move out if he didn’t like things as he found 
them and, with a frontier tradition such as that common to 
all America, it was assumed that “rugged individualism” 
was the top classification which anyone would want to 
achieve anyhow. 

Not so any more. 

The growing congestion® of our cities, the growing 
(though not necessarily good) respect for “security” and 
“planned futures,” has intruded itself on the minds of most 
people — and on city governments too. 

The result is that almost no community in this area 
feels that it can trust to luck or the consciences of real 
estate developers as a guide to future values.

Highway Department Concern 
With Landscaping Installations 


The State Division of High- 
ways is concerned, among 
other things, with the ap- 
pearance of its installations. 

They are probably more 
conscious of the need for 
greenery next to pavement 
than are the merchants of 
Menlo Park and although they 
don’t feel that much can be 
done to alleviate the fairly 
barren appearance of El Ca- 
mino as it runs through down- 
Menlo Park, 
aware of the problem. 

These things were indicated 
last week in a visit by S. 
Evans, of the landscape divi- 
sion of the state highway de- 
partment. 

Evans toured to 
Park after viewing a recent 
Recorder photo of a sturdy 
weed growing through a 
crack in the center island in 
the 1109 block of El Camino. 

Looking the situation over, 
he said, it becomes pretty ap- 
parent that an ornamental 
plant would have a pretty hard 
time surviving in the 30 inches 
or so of space that’s available 
between the north and south- 
bound traffic lanes. 

Situated within a coupie of 
feet of the exhaust pipes of 
thousands of automobiles 
every day, a plant would have 
to be pretty hardy to survive 
at all. 

And if it did, Evans said, 
it would probably be such a 
hardy plant that it would be 
pretty common and _ would 
long since have sunk to the 
status of a “weed,” which is 
really nothing more or less 
than a very hardy, common, 
easy-to-grow plant anyhow. 

He agreed that the planted 
strip in the middle of El Ca- 
mino in Atherton was about 
the most attractive break in 
the concrete in its entire 
length between San Francisco 
and San Jose. 

Although the highway de- 
partment woduld iike to see 
more of the same, he said, 
the huge land acquisition 
costs involved in widening 
any existing right of way 
make it pretty well-nigh im-

possible to give thought to 
getting a wider planting 
strip down the middle of El 
Camino in Menlo Park. 

Evans did, however, note a 
new trend which might bring 
relief to the generally arid 
aspect of the highway through 
town. 

Gaining popularity, he said, 
was a move among merchants 
to buy tubbed shrubs or small 
trees, and to set them on the 
sidewalk in front of their 
stores. 

The tree or shrubs can be 
moved around—assuming that 
there is enough sidewalk space 
—_so they don’t interfere with 
window displays, or block pe- 
destrians in -their~ travels. 
And, should the merchant's 
lease run out, he can take the 
tree home with him and plant 
it or, if he so desires, move 
it to his next location. 

The idea of merchants 
bringing their own, individu- 
ally-owned trees into the 
downtown business district 
hasn’t been proposed yet as 
a community project, and if 
individual merchants have 
thought of it, they’ve kept it 
pretty much to themselves. 

As things new stand, the 
Santa Cruz avenue business 
district boasts a single lawn 
and there’s an ancient apple 
tree in front of one of the 
few remaining dwelling- 
type houses, and it’s pretty 
woebegone. 

Moves to get a cooperative 
tree-planting program going 
have occurred sporadically, but 
haven't met with much suc- 
cess. 

The last of these came up 
about two years ago, when the 
city started realigning parking 
spaces, so two cars could be 
parked “end to end” with 
maneuvering space between 
each pair of cars. 

At that time, it was propos- 
ed that the “maneuvering 
space” could marked by a tree, 
planted in a hole in the side- 
walk, which wouldn't inter- 
fere with the opening of the 
door of any legally-parked 
automobile. The results will 
show that nothing ever came 


- of the idea. 


Prior to that, there were 
at several times programs pro- 
posed in which “the city”’— 
meaning the city government 
—would put in trees to en- 
hance the general appearance 
of the business district. 

Nothing came of these 
either, because the city was 
charging a flat fee to residents 
for planting trees in front of 
homes, and there weren’t the 
risks or expenses involved: 
In most cases, it wasn’t neces- 
sary to tear up concrete, and 
the foot traffic in the neigh- 
borhoods is light enough so 
that the insurance picture 
isn’t changed much by ‘“haz- 
ards” on the public sidewalk. 

Farther back than that, 
there are various pleas to 
“Save our trees!” 

These haven't met with 
much success either, because 
the price of land is such that 
hardly anyone can afford to 
give up the space a mature 
tree requires, when it comes 
to trading commercial floor 
area for decoration. 

And anyhow, it’s been found 
that a large percentage of the 
oak trees in downtown Menlo 
Park are sufferers from root 
fungus, and since they might 
fall down and hurt somebody, 
it’s better they be pulled out.
